General Revenue Surplus 
and the Development Fund 
will exceed one yeur’s 
revenue, The public debt 
ia negligible, In short our 
finances are healthier today 
than at any time in the 
Colony’s history. 

Despite vfliclal lamentations, 
therefore, Hongkong can 
affurd to budgel for oa 
deficit, particularly as it is 
unlikely to materialise, at 
least to the amount fore- 
cast, Nor need Government 
unduly perturb itself about 
the puvle becoming com- 
placent. While estimating 
vontinues to be so far 
divurced from reality, with 
tuken surpluses eventually 
developing into mammoth 
totals, the public, not 
without justification, will 
treat our budgets with some 
scepticism.

UST why the health of 
athletes should be re- 
garded as something quite 
different from the health of 
the rest of the human race 
has never been satisfac- 
torily explained. Basically, 
athletes are the same as 
other people except that och, 
they have trained them- 
selves to the performance of 
physical activity requiring 
greater strength, skill, en- 
durance or all three. 


Basic to the health of all 
ving crentures, including 
athletes is good abe Tho 
consistent success certain 
nationalities in eras and 
other international competition 
has pointed sharply to the 
necessity for good nutrition as o 
basia for athletic success. Poorly 
nourished peoples, by and large 
do not produce _ successful 
athletes and seldom provide 
champlons. This truism could 
be upect, of course, in a totali- 
tarian economy where fortunate 
persons who show  athictic 
promise, can be given special 
treatment and dietary advantage 
not enjoyed by the population 
as a whole.
